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PREFACE 

* , . ' 

This 1941 edition of the Fiction Catalog contains 5520 titles of the best 
works of fiction for library use which have been published in English through 
June 1941. Of these, 5050 titles have been fully cataloged, 200 titles entered 
in notes, and 270 titles included in omnibus volumes. The total number of 
titles includes mystery and detective stories, collections of short stories, 
books for young people, Western stories, and translations from various lan- 
guages. The Catalog is arranged in alphabetic order with author, title and 
subject entries in one alphabet. It is a companion volume to the Standard 
Catalog for Public Libraries. 

History. Selection. The Fiction Catalog was first published in 1908 and 
was issued thereafter in various editions of varying sizes. The 1923 edition 
edited by Miss Corinne Bacon contained 2350 titles. Miss Bacon also edited 
the 1928 supplement of 558 titles and the 1931 edition of 2100 titles. 

Shortly after the issuance of the 1931 edition, plans were made for a 
Subject Index to Fiction. Questionnaires were issued by The H. W. Wilson 
Company and the American Library Association to determine how compre- 
hensive a subject index was needed. It was finally decided to expand the 
Fiction Catalog enough so that it would serve both as a buying list of the 
best fiction for library use and as a reference tool including a subject index 
to fiction. With the death of Miss Minnie E. Sears in 1933, work was stopped 
on the Fiction Catalog until other publications in more advanced stages at 
that time could be completed. 

In 1938 the first tentative list of over 15,000 titles was sent to each 
collaborator. This list had been compiled after checking many selected lists 
of fiction. The collaborators checked this list for titles to be omitted, in- 
cluded, starred, etc. In addition to this first large tentative list, the collabo- 
rators checked lists of Western stories, detective stories, short stories and a 
final supplementary list covering novels published through June 1941. A total 
of over 20,000 titles was considered and the selection made was based on the 
votes received, supplemented by an examination of the books by the editors. 

The editors greatly appreciate the advice of the collaborators who have 
given generously of their time to checking several lists, but the editors them- 
selves are responsible for the final selection. A list of the collaborators will 
be found following the Preface. 

Scope. The selection of books included has been made primarily for 
library use and reflects the point of view of the many librarians who collabo- 
rated on the selection. Books have been included even tho out of print if 
votes for their inclusion were favorable or if it was decided that they were of 
value because of subject matter. In general it may be stated that the titles 
included in this Catalog are those found by librarians as worthy to be pur- 
chased or to be replaced on libtac &J5hfily£S.if worn out.

Books for which these sets of cards are available are indicated by (W). 
The (W) cards are made for the original edition, but in most cases can be 
used for the reprint editions In order to unify the entries m this Catalog 
and the Wilson cards the following information is given, as far as possible, 
for each book : author’s name with dates of birth and death, title, publisher, 
latest copyright date, paging, illustrations, series and price. 

The author’s real name, when known, has been used in preference to 
his pseudonym in the majority of cases. Outstanding exceptions are: 
Bower, B. M ; Eliot, George; Brand, Max; Bridge, Ann Since it was not 
possible to examine every book entered, or to check the paging m every 
edition now available from the publishers, information especially for older 
titles as to fullness of title and paging was obtained from the books on hand, 
from those borrowed from the New York Public Library or from Library of 
Congress cards. 

Prices. Editions. Publication Date. The prices given are those of 1941. 
In order to have the information as accurate as possible, the information 
about prices and out of print books published in the United States has been 
obtained in most cases directly from the publishers. For the most recent 
books, information was taken from the publisher’s catalogs in the 1941 edition 
of the Publisher’s Trade List Annual and the latest issues of the Cumulative 
Book Index. No attempt was made to substitute English editions when a 
book was reported out of print in this country. 

Price and availability of reprint editions is based in most cases on the 
lists issued January 1942 from the various reprint publishers. Reprints re- 
ceived during the early months of 1942 have been entered. The small-sized 
or pocket-sized reprints have been given only when no other edition was in 
print. 

In the case of older authors whose works are available in many editions 
only three or four of the editions most suitable for library use are given, 
with due regard to price range and size 

The date of publication given is usually the latest copyright dale. The 
publisher listed is the one from whom the book is now obtainable. 

For many of the titles notes of periodicals in which such titles were 
published serially have been given. However no attempt was made to check 
titles not so indicated with the magazine indexes to locate all those first 
published serially. 

Books for First Purchase. About 1135 books recommended for first 
purchase particularly in smatl libraries are indicated by stare on the author 
entries. These stars were added with the advice of the collaborators. 

About 785 titles are marked with a single star (3| °. In addition to these, 
350 titles or about one-third of all starred titles are marked with a double 
star (J). This indicates that the books so marked received particularly high 
votes. 



Out of print books receiving very high votes are starred because it was 
felt it is easier to secure out of print fiction titles than out of print non-fiction 
titles. It also indicates their value if the library uses this Catalog as a guide 
in discarding books. 

Subjects. Since one of the primary aims of this Catalog was to provide 
a subject index to fiction, each title included has been scrutinized carefully 
with this purpose in mind. Beginning in October 1940, Miss Elizabeth 
Duvall of the Washington, D. C. Public Library spent a year reading many 
of these books and bringing out the topics that seemed of interest. Her 
background of experience as reader’s adviser made her work in this field 
very valuable. 

The majority of books are entered under three or more subjects, but 
many have been brought out under ten or more. “Anthony Adverse,” for 
example, has been assigned sixteen subjects. For each story an attempt 
was made to determine the place where the story was laid and the time when 
events took place and to present these in the subjects. Since it was found 
difficult to separate historical novels from other novels of the same period 
with little historical emphasis, all historical novels and others have been 
grouped together. They have been divided by period, however, so that his- 
torical novels dealing with particular wars or reigns are easily found even 
if the word “History” does not appear in the heading. The American Civil 
war, for instance, will be found under United States — 19th century — 1861- 
1865. Novels relating to one country have been kept together and subdivided 
by locality or by city, since it is easier to find all novels about China, for 
example, under China with subdivisions for Peking, Shantung, Shanghai, 
than to look under four or more places in the Catalog for such material. In 
the United States, novels relating to a particular state have been entered 
under that state with subheadings for cities, wherever the amount of material 
warranted such subdivision. In general, the headings follow forms used 
for non-fiction books, but since it is not always possible to enter fiction under 
such subjects many other headings have been introduced. One of the most 
helpful guides in the use of these terms was furnished by reproductions of 
about fourteen thousand cards constituting the tracing list for the subject 
file of fiction of the Cleveland Public Library. To a great extent, duplication 
of subject headings has been used instead of “See also” references. Novels 
dealing with the life of an author have therefore been entered under his real 
name and also under the subject “Authors.” The “See also” references have 
been made only where such duplication does not exist. 

Such broad subjects as “Character studies,” “Marriage problems,” “Fam- 
ily life,” “Adventure,” etc. have been given to outstanding novels in these 
fields. The subject “Love stories” has been used for light reading in which 
the love element predominates. A few abstract qualities have been used as 
subjects, but the list of novels under such headings as “Avarice,” “Coward- 
ice,” “Courage," etc. could probably be greatly increased. A special effort 
was made to bring out novels of vocational interest, and stories will therefore 
be found under such headings as “Carpenters,” “Physicians,” “Nurses and 
nursing,” etc. Novels written to present vocational information in story- 
form are also entered under the heading “Vocational stories.” The subject 
“Literary distinction” used in the former edition of this Catalog has been 
dropped because it was felt that it was not the province of a list as large as 
this one to decide on the merits of the books included from this point of view. 
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Short Stories. The 450 collections of short stones appearing in this 
Catalog were chosen to form a representative selection for public libraries. 
The selection made from a separate list of these stories sent out to 17 col- 
laborators, consists of short stories by one author and those by several au- 
thors The term “Short stories/' in this Catalog has been defined as collec- 
tions of three or more stones Incidents centering about one person are also 
treated as “Short stories" if the chapter headings permit title analytics being 
made Contents have been given for each entry of this type, but the collec- 
tions have not been analyzed, because the new Index to Short stories, now 
m preparation by this Company, will consist of author, title and subject 
analytics for a very comprehensive list of short stories and duplication was 
voted unnecessary Each entry in this Fiction Catalog for short stories 
which will appear in the new index, bears the note “Analyzed in the Index 
to short stones ” All collections by one author or by several authors have 
been entered under the subject heading “Short stories ” 

Books for Young People. The author entries for about 835 books are 
marked “y" as suitable for young people aged 14 to 20 This marking repre- 
sents a consensus of the opinion of 18 young people's librarians to whom a 
list of books was sent. Various lists such as the National Council of Teach- 
er's of English “Home Reading" and the New York Public Library “Books 
for Young People," have been constantly consulted for suggestions. The 
starring was done on the votes on the general list supplemented by the votes 
on the special list for young people Therefore the stars on the books marked 
“y" are not m every case those which received the highest votes from the 
young people's librarians Not every book suitable for reading by young 
people has been marked with a “y," but only those that the collaborators 
felt were being read and enjoyed by young people today. Those librarians 
consulted preferred to have the mark on the author entry rather than to list 
them under the subject heading “Intermediate books " 

Omnibus Volumes. As a general rule omnibus volumes containing two 
or more separate novels which were originally published separately have 
been entered. 90 such volumes are in the Catalog These include 269 novels 
some of which are still obtainable separately 

Sequels. Information about sequels is given both for the novel and its 
sequel The relationship between various novels is indicated when the same 
character or characters appears in them 

Uses. This Catalog will serve several purposes. (1) Use as a purchas- 
ing list, showing the best titles for all libraries to buy and indicating by 
starred titles the books recommended for small libraries and first purchase 
For this purpose, full information is given about publishers, prices and edi- 
tions (2) Use as a reference and bibliographic tool for circulating and 
reference workers and for reader's advisers The full subject work will help 
locate many novels on various subjects and localities, not readily found else- 
where. The annotations give the general outline of the story and its signifi- 
cance. (3) Use for various educational and literary purposes , e.g. the school 
teacher might well find this Catalog helpful in recommending books supple- 
mentary to the courses they are teaching; writers will find lists of stories 
on a particular subject. (4) Use for advice in vocational work because many 
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novels are listed under various occupations. (5) Use as an aid in discarding 
and replacing. This list indicates those novels found best for library pur- 
poses. (6) Use as an aid in library schools and training classes in teaching 
courses in book selection. 

Acknowledgments. Thanks are due the publishers who have generously 
given us copies of books included in this Catalog. Without these books at 
hand it would not have been possible to give proper annotations and subject 
entries. The publishers have also cooperated by furnishing information 
about prices. 

Sincere thanks are given to the various members of the staff who assisted 
in the work, especially to Dolores Ramos who has helped in all parts of the 
work. We are also indebted for the generous help given by the collaborators 
and the many librarians who answered the questionnaires. 

Without the generous cooperation of the Cleveland Public Library, who 
permitted their tracing file of subjects for fiction to be copied, the subject 
work on this catalog would not be so completely done. The Washington, 
D. C. Public Library has also generously sent us copies of their cards with 
subject headings which have also been most helpful. 

It is planned to keep this Catalog up to date by issuing annual supple- 
ments.
